^ Unlike Governor Landon, Colonel 
Knox devoted much of his address 
to the alleged failures of the Roose­ 
velt administration which, he said, 
had the most glorious opportunity 
in the history of the nation but ig­ 
nored its responsibility, failed in 
its job and defaulted in its obli­ 
gations. 
"From the day that it took of- 
3ce,“ he declared, “it embarked 
on a series of hysterical experi­ 
ments on the economic life of a 
burdened people. 
At a time when 
universal co-operation was a neces­ 
sity it initiated a campaign of 
abuse and vilification of business 
men. At a time when the credit of 
the country 
should 
have 
been 
strengthened it inaugurated a poli­ 
cy of credit adulteration and cur­ 
rency experiment that demoralized 
foreign trade and frightened do­ 
mestic finance. It set up a system 
of regimentation of industry that 
reduced production and prevented 
re-employment. By coercion of con­ 
gress it forced the passage of re­ 
form m easures so recklessly drawn 
that they ham strung the revival of 
enterprise and paralyzed the re­ 
newal of investment. 
It installed 
a regimentation of agriculture that 
destroyed food and reduced foreign 
m arkets and increased the cost of 
jiving and multiplied the expense 
of relief. 
‘ At a time when private industry 
was struggling desperately for a 
new start it set up governmental 
enterprise to compete with private 
business. At a time when the bur­ 
den of taxation was already hard 
to bear it embarked on a policy of 
squandering public funds and in­ 
creasing the weight of taxes. 
At a 
time when united effort and mutual 
good-will 
would 
have completed 
recovery it promoted sectional hat­ 
red and class strife. 
At a time 
when returning business confidence 
was ending depression it began a 
campaign to terrorize business and 
subjugate the banks, 
At a time 
when confidence in the character of 
government 
was 
vital 
it 
estab­ 
lished a spoils system. 
At a time 
when the economic system was 
worn and emaciated it performed 
m ajor surgical operations upon the 
industrial body to see what was 
inside. 
It adopted an economic 
philosophy of scarcity and forced it 
upon a hungry and distressed peo­ 
ple- . . • 
“No one can define the New Deal 
or even describe it. 
But we know 
what it means. 
It means federal 
control over local business, over 
local bank credit, over local wages, 
over local conditions of work. 
It 
leads to federal regimentation of 
the labor, the business, and the 
home of every American citizen. 
It leads to price-fixing and produc­ 
tion control by federal authority. It 
leads inevitably to the extinction 
of the small business man, to the 
end of free enterprise in Am erica.”

A state capital, a great western 
city, a gateway to the mountains— 
all 
these 
Denver 
is 
and 
more. 
Spokes 
of influence extend from 
it into the entire Rocky Mountain 
area, and into large regions of the 
adjoining 
plains 
states 
as 
well, 
making it the financial, com m er­ 
cial, and industrial center of a vast 
area. 
No other city in the United 
States with a quarter-million popu­ 
lation is to far rem oved—500 miles 
or more —from all other big cities. 
Naturally, 
the 
people 
of 
this 
great 
region 
turn 
to 
Denver, 
whether they are out for business 
or pleasure, for a com m ercial fight 
or 
a 
recreational 
frolic. 
I t s 
a 
habit of long standing. 
The m iners 
started it when they cam e every 
so often to the rough little town 
that was Denver in the sixties to 
spend some of their gold for sup­ 
plies and the rest in m ore or less 
riotous living. 
Later, when great riches were 
m ade in gold and silver and cattle, 
tile fortunate ones moved to Den­ 
ver and built the mansions and 
hotels 
and

started the solid structure of the 
city. 
Globe-trotters, 
adventurers, 
and capitalists flocked to Denver 
in the seventies and eighties. Many

headquarters

cattle operations, and gave glitter­ 
ing parties at the old Windsor hotel 
and the American house that have 
not faded from D enver’s m em ory. 
Before its irrigation em pire was 
even dream ed of and 
wdule 
its 
mineral kingdom was still unde­ 
veloped, Denver’s location was of 
little value; but young Denver, de­ 
spite surveys, clung stubbornly to 
the belief that in some way the 
transcontinental railway, when it 
cam e, could be pushed through the 
mountains west of the city. 
When, 
instead, the lines of steel were ex­ 
tended through Cheyenne, a hun­ 
dred miles to the north, Denverites 
put aside their disappointment and 
quickly raised the capital to build 
a connecting line to the new high­ 
way, 
With this rail contact wuth the 
eastern settlem ents established and 
with the steady growth of mining 
in the mountains, Denver drew to 
herself in a few years direct lines 
of railroad from the east.

A result of this railway conver­ 
gence on Denver has been to make

hours each day in the sum m er a 
virtual barrage of w ater is laid 
down over the 1,600 acres of lawms 
in the city’s parks.

“ It is very im portant that we use 
w'ater lavishly today,” he tells you, 
“ In order that our grandchildren 
shall have enough for their vital 
needs. 
Visiting w ater - works ex­ 
perts think we are crazy when we 
m ake

statem ent, 
but

literally true. 
“ This is an irrigation country. 
Municipalities, as w'ell as indivi­ 
duals, m ust follow the laws worked 
out under irrigation conditions in 
getting their water supplies. 
Once 
you got hold of a flow of wa­ 
ter, if you don't use it you forfeit 
it to some one who will. 
We are 
looking forward to a city of half 
a million or m ore by 1950. T h at’s 
why we want to keep every drop 
of D enver’s annual w ater supply 
busy and to increase the supply in 
all possible w ays.” 
One way in which Denver plans 
to increase its w ater supply con­ 
stitutes an engineering 
romance. 
When the Moffat tunnel w as dug, 
an 
eight-fooi-square 
pilot 
tunnel 
was 
carried 
through 
the 
Con­ 
tinental 
Dr* ide 
beside 
the 
large 
railway bore. 
Denver leased this 
small tunnel, and plans to bring 
through 
the 
towering 
m ountain 
range hundreds of millions of gal­ 
lons of w ater that now flow into 
the Pacific ocean. 
In education Denver’s fam e is 
great. 
Educators from 
the two 
hemispheres have beaten a path 
to this far-away city at the base 
of Hie Rockies to study its scheme 
of teachers’ salaries, its i ^ f a t i g a ­ 
ble efforts to keep the subject-m at­ 
ter which it teaches abreast of all 
worthwhile developments, and even 
its school architecture 
The "D enver Plan” for t ochers’ 
salaries has boon adopt** I b y many 
municipalities

ORIGINAL STEAM ROLLER 
'T 'H E steam-roller may not cover 
A ground with the speed of an 
antelope, but it gets there just the 
same. 
First ol the steam-roller tacti­ 
cians to appear on the American 
political scene was the illustrious 
Marcus A. Hanna of Ohio, whose 
effective maneuverings behind the 
scenes still serve as an outstand­ 
ing lesson in the political primer. 
Steam-roller methods or attain­ 
ing the objective, which in this 
case was the nomination of Wil­ 
liam McKinley for President, were 
first utilized by Mark Hanna in the 
Republican convention of 1896. And 
they succeeued. 
Hanna had observed tile amaz­ 
ing switch of delegates to James A. 
Garfield in 1880 when the latter 
was earnestly and honestly plead­ 
ing the cause of John Sherman of 
Ohio. Sherman tried again ii. 1888, 
Lhis time employing McKinley as 
his convention manager. 
At one stage of the proceedings, 
the report spread that if McKinley 
would say the word the strength of 
the delegates would be thrown to 
him. 
He promptly put an end to 
the movement, his vigorous inter­ 
ruption of the roll-caU, for he al­ 
ready had received a vote, ending 
with a demand that: 
‘‘No dele I 
gate who would not cast reflection 
upon me shall cast a ballot for 
m e.” 
Hanna was impressed, as were 
many jthers. 
From that day he 
moved his support from Sherman, 1 
who had been defeated three times, 
and began to groom McKinley for 
the presidency. 
The opportunity came in 1896. 
When 
the convention 
met, 
only 
“ regular 
delegates were seated. 
The 
national 
committee 
o.k.’d 
tl**m, one by one, by the vote of j 
35 to 15. And it just happened they 
all were McKinley men. 
Newspaper reports of the times 
describe 
the 
proceedings 
as 
a 
farce. 
But at any rate they were 
successful for McKinley’s princi­ 
pal 
opponent 
was 
courting 
the 
southern 
vote, 
many 
of 
whom 
could not prove an unbroken chain 
of party fealty, and therefore were 
not seated. 
The result was an outstanding 
majority for McKinley on the first 
ballot, Thomas B. Retd of Maine 
running a tired second, flattened 
under the weight of the original 
steam-roller, today 
an 
accepted 
part of our national politics

It was made in Chicago a’, tilt Re­ 
publican 
convention 
of 
1880 
by 
James A . Garfield, and made hon­ 
estly, in behalf of the nomination 
of John Sherman. 
Its net result was that Sherman 
failed to wrin the nomination but 
Garfield succeeded. 
So that Gar- ; 
field, later a martyred President, 
actually is the man who nominat- | 
ed himself. 
Here is how it happened. 
Presi­ 
dent Hayes had pledged himself 
not to be a candidate. 
When the 
convention 
opened 
it 
was 
plain 
that great efforts would be made 
to nominate General Grant for a 
third term. 
James G. Blaine wras 
a formidable candidate but Grant 
had been presented in a glowing 
burst of oratory from Roscoe Conk­ 
ing, a bitter enemy of Blaine. 
Garfield’s speech in 
behalf of 
Sherman followed Conkling’s effort- 
Instead of qualifyng merely as an 
anti-clmax it is described by those 
who were there as an outstanding 
oratorical triumph. 
Grant, Blaine, Sherman, George 
F. Edmunds, Ebhu B. Washburne 
and William Windom divided the 
votes until the thirty-fourth ballot. 
Then Garfield, whose speech still 
resounded in the minds of the dele­ 
gates, received 17 votes. 
He immediately took the floor 
and protested that he was there 
only in the interests of Sherman# 
whose candidacy he managed. He 
was ruled out of order. 
On the 
next ballot his strength had in­ 
creased to 50 votes. On the thirty- 
sixth ballot, with 399 votes, be re­ 
ceived the nomination which his 
epochal speech had arcked for an­ 
other man.
